e, Staaken is- ‘now utilised solely for training purposes, but is a sae 
ly important fiels. Its strips can accommodate all aircraft types, inéliding 
jets, 


Kyritz (218), 3 august 1918 


a, The Kyritz airfield. lying spaotatey three kilometers SSE of the 
town and near Heinrichsfelie, is not occupied. 


b, Most of the field surface has’ been ploughed up except for ar area of 
approximately 250 x 500 meters in fet of the wooden hangar, This section 
is covered with weeds and could not b+ used for landings in its present 
atate, The field, however, could be yeachivated with little effort, Soviet 
Air boree units earlier based at this field moved to Perleberg in the spring 
of 1947, 


ce, Kyrita itself contains komendaturs and military hospital installations, 
bub thee are no occupetion troops there.
